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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the reference, Ward, 
does not disclose a plurality of menu button corresponding to different types of services, such as image storage, image print, and mobile 
phone screen, and also that Ward does not disclose a menu update. The examiner disagrees, as seen in Column 1, lines 57 - 60 and 
Column 3, lines 10 - 14, the reference Ward, teaches a button or icon, that is programmed to send selected images to a selected 
destination, where the destination correspondes to the type of service the images will receive. The types of services listed in the 
reference are seen in Column 3, lines 28 - 39 as including printing and storing the selected images, and seen in Column 2, lines 5 - 11, if 
the camera has a cellular communication system, the service can travel over cellular communications. Also the reference Ward 
discloses the actions of the menu buttons can be updated in Column 2, lines 62 - 67, which shows that the user can use the menu to 
update the configuration of the destination services of the camera, which alters the interface and where the camera is designed to send 
the selected pictures based on the menu or button commands, so this updates the menu buttons, which meets the limitation.. 
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
